CHARGED WITH JAIL 
BREAKING 
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MCKENNA IN COURT 
From Our CORRESPONDENT. 
PORTLAOCIGHISE, Monday. 


Charged before District Justice Ww. J. 
Meagher at Portlaoighise District .Court 
to-day with having escaped from Portlaoighise 
Prison on December 5, 1933, John McKenna 


was further remanded for a fortnignt, 


Felix Meehan, Governor of Portlaoighise 
Prison. produced the original warrant for the 


committal of McKenna to the prison. 


Denis Finnegan, warder, Sligo Prison, said 
that in Portlacighise Prison on December 5, 
19335, he was in charge of McKenna and two 
other prisoners. McKenna, who was engaged 
in spreading sand between two greenhouses, 
got out of the witness’s observation for a 
moment, and when the witness went to where 
McKenna was supposed to be working he 
found that he was gone. The witaess found 
a small ladder lying against a shed which 
led on to the avenue round the governor's 


house. He sounded the alarm. 


John Behan, farmer, Tierhogar, Portarling- 
ton, said that on the night of December 5, 
1933, a man called to the rear of his house 
and he took him into the kitchen. The man. 


who asked for something to. eat, said that 


he had escaped from Maryborough Jail; that 
he had been in jail for being in possession of 
firearms belonging to the I.R.A. The witness 
gave him some pieces of bread. The prisoner 


then asked the direction of the railway line, 
and the witness gave him the direction—the 
line was just one hundred yards from the 
house. 

Superintendent Casserly, applying for a 
remand in custody, said that Superintendent 
Bergin, Kildare, had other prosecutions in 
this case, and that it was his intention to 
attend the next Court. 

McKenna, who is still on hunger-strike as 
a protest against his arrest at the border, 
refused offers of food before his removal to 
Mountjoy Prison, Where he was conveyed by 
motor car.

Four ‘Doctors Respond 


On another night no less than four 
fully-qualified medical men responded to 
the appeal, and came on to the stage.

A CRITICAL PERIOD

When he came to the college there were 
few teachers in it; now the staff was about 
three times the size it was then. ‘‘I would 
not,” said Dr, Irwin, ‘voluntarily have 
pyen up my position during the past twenty- 
ve years for any appointsnent under the 
sun.”

Behind the Veil 


Strange and significant things are 
i happening in the darkness beyond the 
Russian border. Ten years ago Joseph 
Vissarionovitch Stalin received control of 
‘the Soviet Uniorf's destinies from the 
dying hands of Lenin. As General Secre- 
tary of the Communist Party, he has 
wielded since that time autocratic power 
over nearly two hundred million people ; 
for the Russian ‘‘ Cabinet *’—er, as it 1s 
called, the Union Council of People’s 
Commissars—is little more than an execu- 
tive body, giving effect to the decisions of 
i the omnipotent party. During the first 
years of his administration Stalin set 
himself to establish doctrinaire Com- 
munism throughout the Soviet Union. 
Where Lenin, who did not allow theory to 
overcloud the practical side of his genius, 
had made departures from the pure 
doctrine of Marxism, Stalin took steps to 
revoke these concessions and to return to 
i“ Das Kapital”’ as his rule o; government, 
Lenin, for example, had discovered that 
the time was not ripe for the complete 
communising of land: the Russian peasant 
cherishes his patch of ground as devotedly 
as our own peasants cling to theirs, and 
all attempts: to “ collectivise ’’ the soil of 
Russia ended in ignominious failure. 
Accordingly, Lenin adopted a compromise 
under which the peasants were left to till 
their own fields, and confined himself to 
tho reconstitution of industry. This 
departure from Communist canons did not 
suit. his successor, Stalin, who proceeded 
to herd the people into vast State farms 
as the nearest approach to the complete 
communisation of land. The result was 
famine—for the peasants would not work 
in order that the cities alone might eat— 
rioting, reprisals and appalling hardship 
throughout. the Union. 
was tampering with hard, 
fact, and fact was proving 
strong for him.

sided, and to-day, in a calmer spirit, the 
French Cabinet will consider how to deal 
with the situation. It seems to be 
certain that no kind of currency inflation 
will be permitted. France has unpleasant 
memories of the results of that policy only 
a few years ago, and is determined at all 
costs to avoid a renewal of them. She 
will do her utmost to stabilise the franc 
at or about its present level, and will 
attack her financial problems in another 
way—by a drastic reduction ‘of expendi- 
ture. It is probable, therefore, that the 
Cabinet will decide on economics, such as 
the reduction of pensions and of adminis- 
trative costs for the State railways, and a 
general “' tightening-up’’ of expenditure 
in all the Government departments. Over 
£30,000,000, it is thought, can be saved by 
these economies, but even that sum will 
not be large enough to secure a balanced 
Budget, and the Treasury may decide to 
borrow more money. for the purpose. There 
is reason, indeed, to think that the 
French Budget is’to blame for most of 
France’s financial troubles. When every 
allowance has been made for the specu- 
lators who are supposed to have had so 
much to do with the recent crisis, the fact 
remains that public uneasiness was due 
largely to the appalling state of the 
Government's finances. For years past it 
has failed to balance its Budget, and at 
the moment the total deficit, including the 
loss on the State railways, is estimated at 
about £140,000,000. There can be no 
stability so long as these conditions rule, 
and the new French Government is taking 
a wise step in attempting to do away with 
them. Yet France, however well aware 
she may be of the situation, seems unwill- 
ing to make economies, and, perhaps, 
another Ministry will fall before she is 
fully convinced of the need. If the French 


sponsibilities, the step might have been 
taken months ago, but the French political 
system, admirable in many respects, is 
inelined to encourage lavish spending and 
even reckless extravagance. Under the 
Constitution, private deputies are given 
the power to initiate Budget expenditure, 
and the difficulty in dissolving the French 
Chamber has given them a chance to make 
full use of their privilege. To secure that 
more money shall be spent on certain 
things is one of the surest means to ga-a 
popular support, but the result in France 
has been a succession of unbalanced

In: the - House of Commons yesterday, 
Mr. George Lausbury (leader of the Opposi- 
tion) asked the Prime Minister whether, 
arising out of the recent reconstruction of 
the Cabinet; he -had any statement to make 
regarding those Ministers whose duties had 
not yet been announced.

mental responsibilities and pre-occupations. 
He thought that in the work of the Govern- 
ment there was occasion for an additional 
appointment of that kind. 

Mr. Lansbury said that the Opposition 
wished to know what were the dutics at 
present of the office wf Lord President of 
the Council; why it was necessary to“ appoint 
the Lord Privy Seal as leader of the House 
of Lords; what would be the salaries of the 
Ministers without portfolio, and would the 
salaries of these Ministers he voted on a 
supplementary estimate. 

Mr. Baldwin replied that no definite con- 
clusion had yet been come to as to the 
salaries of these Ministers, but there would. 
of course, have to be estimates for them. 
With regard to the duties of the Lord Presi- 
dent, he could assure the House that. 
in all the offices he had held, he had 
never had more work to do and less pay 
(laughter) than he had as Lord President. 
It was one of the hardest places he had ever 
occupied.

It was 
full of. corruption, bigotry and jobbery, and 
Irish Roman Catholics did not regret its pass- 
ing. Daniel O'Connell acknowledged that 
had the Irish Parliament been left to itself, 
it would have granted full Catholic 
Emancipation, 

It was true that the members of the Irish 
House of Commons were the representatives 
of a small minority, but small as it was it 
was represented by some very great men. 
The servile condition of the Commons seemed 
to offer a poor field for the best brains and 
ability of the minority. Such was the state 
of Parliament when Henry Flood took his seat 
for the County Kilkenny. 

Henry Flood was the son of a wealthy 
lawyer and landowner, who became Chief 


Kennedy entered Trinity ; 


Justice of. the King’s Bench in Ireland. 
As a boy Henry showed signs of great pro- 
mise, and he entered Trinity College as a 
fellow-commoner in 1748. His father’s posi- 
tion and the ample means with which he was 
supplied enabled Henry to enter into the 
brilliant social life of the Dublin of that day. 
He entered Oxford, and before he left it he 
had the reputation of being one of the very 
best classical men in the University. 

After taking his degree at Oxford he went 
to London in order to study law at the 


Temple. 
HIS SPEECHES 


On his entry into Parliament Flood’s 
speeches attracted immediate attention. From 
the beginning he set himself to make the 
Trish Parliamedt a free and independent. 
assembly, and to oppose all efforts to keep it 
in subjection. His character was an ES 
and nohody knew the real Flood, as nobody 
knew the rea! Parnell. Flood’s failure to 
carry parliamentary reform practically ended 
his career in the Irish Parliament, and it 
doomed the existence of the 
itself. 

After a few years he failed to secure elec- 
tion to either Parliament, and he retired, 
lonely, sick and dispirited, to his house in 
the County Kilkenny, where he died in 1791. 
It was only after his death that men began 
to realise his greatness. 

Flood’s views on economic and financial 


the present time. The commercial relations 
between Ireland and Engjand occupied his 
attention in the Irish Parliament in ' 1785. 
He urged the protection of Ireland’s home 
market and the importance of the bounty 
system. 

“Flood took a deep interest in the language, 
history and antiquities of Ireland, and in his 
will he left a magnificent bequest to Trinity 
College for the fostering and encouragement 
of the study of the Irish language and litera. 
ture. He endowed the University with an 
estate worth £5,000 a year, which was to 
come to it on the death of his wife. Un- 
fortunately the will was challenged by one 
of Flood’s relations, the bequest was declared 
| nal and void owing to the illegitimacy ol 
| the testator, and the University did not re- 
ceive a penny from the estate. The Univer- 
Í sity had*to wait for nearly fifty “ago before 
the Irish Professorship designed by Flood 
was founded. 

Few men were more jealous than he for the 
| status of this country. To-day Ireland, muti- 
‘lated by political divisions, has no place for 
| his memory.

“I refrained from speaking of this sub- 
ject,’?-continued Dr. Cohalan,, “as there 
was, talk of some. legal action and politi- 
cians had taken. up the subject..

ACTION OF GUARDS 


“ The. first stage was when a motor 
lorry was seen to be driven at a very 
dangerous speed towards the entrance 
gate of the auction yard. One would say 
that at that stage if the Civic Guards 
feared danger to liie, they should have given 
some warning, and if the warning was 
unheeded: one would not blame them for 
firing. 

‘‘'The second stage was when the motor 
lorry crashed through the gate: It was 
said that á íew persons were injured ; but 
once the law is violated it is for the 
Courts, and not-for the police agents, to 
deal with the case. 

‘The third stage was when the motor 
lorry was brought to a standstill at the 
centre of the auction yard.. There was 
not a machine gun, or rifle or shot gun 
among the men in the motor lorry. Michael 
Patrick Lynch was not of the lorry party 
at. all... Yet the agents of the Government 
fired deliberately at these unarmed men 
when there was no question of danger of 
an attack on anybody. Surely, it was 
wrong, and, surely, the Government owe 
some reparation to the father and mother 


of the boy who was killed. 
CRIME GENERATES CRIME 


“ We have much to criticise and con- 
demn in the relations of England to Ire- 
land. We have much to learn, too, from 
the English mode of government. If a 
grave injury like this were committed, 
even by mishap, reparation would be 
made. 

“A friendly . expression of sympathy 
from the Government, and some repara- 
tion, would be far better than any legal 


proceedings, 

“The killing of Michael Patrick Lynch 
exasperated a multitude of young men. 
Coercion and crime generate crime, and 
the acts of lawlessness now complained of 
are not unconnected with the killing of 
Michael Patrick Lynch. Let us not have 
a reign of revenge, of factional fighting. 
Let us hope and pray for a reign of law 
and charity in public life.”’

Abovt a mile from Lisburn the driver and 
his companion saw a motor car drawn across 
the aed, and they were. compelled to draw 
up. As they did so, two nien, armed with 
revolvers, stepped from the waiting motor 
car and ordered the driver and his com- 
panion to-get into the back of their own 
van. They did so, and one of the men 
took over the driving of the newspaper van, 
while the motor car, which had two other 
men in it, followed a short distance in the 
rear, 

After proceeding along the road a short 
distance in the direction of Belfast, the van 
was driven up a side road, known as the 
Stewartstown road, and which runs to Upper 
Falls After a quarter of an hour the van 
was halted and the Belfast consignment of 
papers taken out and piled on the side of 
the road some distance away. A can of 
petrol was ‘og over them and the pile 
was set alight. 


“WE ARE THE LR.A.” 


One of the armed men said: ' We are 
the ‘I.R.A.,’ and we are burning Mr. de 
Valera’s paper as a protest against the 
banning of An Phoblacht in the Irish Free

The raiders then put the engine of the 
van out of action, and drove away in the 
motor car.

The scientifi. world will learn with sincere 
regret of the death of Walter Ernest Aden 
D.5c,, F.1.C., which occurred at his reside

the age of seventy-eight. Dr. ey 
educated at the City. of London School. and 
came to Ireland as a i Exhibitioner in 

College,of Science,

conferred upon him the degree of Doctor of 
Science {Honoris Causa) in 1897. i 

During his tenure oí office at the Univer- 
sity, Adeney devoted much attention to 
analytical problems in connection with the 
constitution of distilled spirits and natural 
waters. His expert knowledge in this con- 
nection was recognised in 1907 by his ap- 
pointment to represent Ireland on the Royal 
Commission, “What is Whiskey?’ 

On the dissolution of the Royal University 
in 1909 his office therewith was abolished, 
and he then established a private laboratory 
and deyoted himself to research work upon 
the bio-chemical and physical principles 
underlying the  self-purification of con- 
taminated waters. His work im this difficult 
and important branch of science. was of out- 
standing merit and gained for him a status of 
international repute. In 1911 he was invited 
by the New York Harbour Commission to 
advise them with respect to sewage problems 
in connection with New York Harbour. 

In 1921 his advice was sought by the 
Municipality of Bombay with respect to the 
state of Bombay Harbour, and in 1927 he was 
consulted by the Mersey Docks and Harbour 
Board with reference to problems arising in 
the Mersey River. In the sama year he was 
invited by the London County Council - to 
report on the state of the Thames and to 
advise the Public Health Department. 

From 1917 to 1921 Adeney held the post of 
Professor of Chemistry in the College of 
Science, Dublin. During this period he estab- 
lished a school of research into fundamental 
problems in the. self-purification of polluted 
waters, In collaboration with the late H. G. 
Becker, A.R.C.Se., he carried out a classical 
investigation on the absolute rate of aeration 
of water. The results of this research have 
furnished a scientific basis of attack for pro- 
blems on sewage dispose! and the purification 
of gases in industrial chemistry. Adeney’s 
life work in the study of polluted waters has 
Leen embodied.in ‘ain. form-—‘“The Principles 


land Praetice. of the Dilution.. Method. of 


Sewage Disposal," published by the Car. 
bridge University Press. eee, x 


In recognition of his exceptional contribe- 


tions to the advancement of science, Dr. Adeney 


was awarded the Boyle Medal by the Royal | 


Dublin Society in 1931, the presentation being 
made by the late Professor John Joly. 
Although Dr. Adeney’s chief activity lay, in 
the pursuit of chemical research, he found 
time to help in the work of numerous public 
bodies. For many years a member of the 
Science Committee and of the Council of the 
Royal Dublin Society, he was elected 
Honorary Secretary of the Society in 1921, 
which post he resigned in 1933 owing to fail- 
ing health, .-During his tenure -oí office Dr. 
Adeney applied himself whole-heartedly to 
the work of the Committee and the Council. 
Only his colleagues on these committees could 
dppreciate the magnitude of his unostenta- 
tious work, in furthering the objects of the 
Society. His Kindly and t disposition 
exercised an influence in smoothing difh- 
culties which would not “have been achieved 
by a lesser man. : 

In recognition of his long and valuable 
service to the Society for fifty-three years, 
including the twelve years as Honorary 
Secretary, the Council presented him with a 
framed address and appointed him a Governor 
in 1933. From 1919 to 1933 Dr. Adeney was 
Chairman of the Irish Free: State section of 
the Institute of Chemistry.

The death of Dr. John Marshall Day, 


former Medical Superintendent of Cork 
Street Fever Hospital, Dublin, took place 
yesterday at his residence, Woodbine Lodge, 
Rathfarnham, Dublin. Dr. Day, who was 
70, was a graduate of bie deg University,
